Islands Urge the 


Separation. 


(From Thursday's UaiiyJ 


The native voters hiue 
declared 


themselves in favor of the Independent 
or Home Rule Party. The delegations 
from various portions of the Islands 
brought with them oral and written in- 
structions not to league 
themselves 


with, or have any voice in the organiza- 
tions of the Republicans or Democrats. 
They came out Hat-footed for the Inde- 
pendent Party. They claim by their 
leaders that they control two-thirds of 
the votes of Hawaii and will use them 
to choose and elect a delegate to Con- 
gress, and to elect majorities in both 
the houses of the next Hawaiian legis- 
lature. 


It is learned that the ex-Queen while 


not an active agent in politics, is ex- 
tremely light-hearted over the future 
prospects at the ballot boxes, feeling 
assured that her old followers would 
exercise their right of the franchise ex- 
tended to them by the American Con- 
gress. She is also quoted as having 
stated that the natives should not vote 
for Curtis laukea for 
the opposition 


shown toward Judge Kaulukou when 
the latter was first nominated for the 
chairmanship of the late Republican 
Convention. She has intimated in not 
very mild langruage that laukea should 
have stood by his own countryman in- 
stead of placing in nomination a haole. 


The Hawaiians will form an Inde- 


pendent Party to combat the two Na- 
tional parties already in the field. Yes- 
terday a convention of natives met in 
the drill shed and took this step. 
The resolution which called Into birth 
this new party in local politics was as 
follows: 
"Moved that the Hawaiians should 
stand as an Independent or Home Rule 
Party." 
The resolution was carried unani- 


mously and created much enthusiasm. 


Convention Meets. 


At 10 o'clock yesterday morning about 


ninety Hawaiians. three of them women 
of the Patriotic League, representatives 
of the Hui Kalalaina and Hui Aloha 
Aina, the Hawaiian political clubs of 
the old royalist school, met in conven- 
tion In the drill shed. On the platform 
were Mr. Kalauokalani. president of the 
Kalalaina Society, who acted as chair- 
man during both sessions yesterday: 
Robert W. Wilcox, the delegate to 
Washington sent by the clubs; J. K. 
Kaulia. president of the Alpha Aina So- 
ciety, and a few others well known in 
the ranks of the royalists. The chair- 
man called the meeting together and a 
prayer was offered by one of the visit- 
Ing members from Hawaii. 
The chairman then stated the object 


of the meeting, which he said was oc- 
casioned by the changes in the govern- 
ment from a Republic to a Territory of 
the United States, and by the fact that 
the Hawaiians wt-re citizens with a full 
franchise. By reason of the change in 
the form of government, the desire of 
the Hawaiians for the restoration of 
the monarchy w«.s past, but there was 
still a lingering feeling among the Ha- 
wailans today that something could be 
done for them. They had hoped long 
that some Kuropean power would In- 
tercede for them and restore the throne. 


Which Political Party P 


Since then clubs of Hawaiians have 


been formed all over the Islands, and 
they were met in convention to consider 
the question of which political party 
they should join 
"By our persistence." 


however, said Kalauokalani, "we ha\e 
>een made a portion of the United States 
of America, which fives us all citizen- 
ship. We have been given the right of 
ballotting without restriction, and can 
now vote for members of both the Sen- 
ate 
and 
House of Representatives. 


Having that power shall wo make use 
of It and unite to make the best of this 
privilege, or shall v>e stand aloof and 
let It go? You arc assembled here to- 
day for the purpose of considering the 
report of our special delegate Robert 
W. Wilcox. I tell you on this day we 
have In our hands by virtue of that law 
passed by Congress, the power to vuto 
without any restriction. You must bear

Queen was exceedingly gracious to hei 
former subjects and made a neat ad- 
dress. She spoke for nearly ten min- 
utes, refraining from making any pub- 
lic declaration of her political tenden- 
cies, or from uttering anything political 
uhat could be construed Into an attemp 
to frame their judgments as to what 
iarty tney should any themselves with 
Speaking slowly and distinctly so that 
not a word should be lost upon her eag 
er listeners the Queen in part said: 
"It is useless for us to abstain from 


taking our future stand. Our future 
prosperity depends upon it. As soon 
as the 
T "nited States flag was hoisted 


over these Islands, and our Hawaiian 
Hag was lowered by the authority o! 
the American government, it meant 
that It had come to stay. It is my wish 
or your future welfare to stand shoul- 
er tQ shoulder and seek 
every means 
that will conduce to the benefit of the 
whole nation. When the flag wenl 
down, it went 
down for 
good. 
We 
must now do our duty as American 
citizens." 
The address was received with ap- 


plause, the delegates paid* their old- 
time homage, and went to the luau pre- 
pared by the chairman.

The arrival «f the Australia yester- 


day vlUwrot a clea» bill of health pre- 
cipitated action by the Board of Health 
iere. The Board called a meeting yes- 
terday afternoon and adopted the fol- 
lowing r«sol«tl«n: 


"That the freight »f the steamship 


Australia D« required to be discharged 
on the channel wharf 
there to be 


fcandled at tbe discretion of the Board 
•f Health. Go»dB to be fumigated to 
be removed from said wharf to fumiga- 
tion chambers. Other goods to be prop- 
erly disinfected on outside of cases 
with solution of sulphuric acid to the 
satisfaction of the Board of Health. 
All of th« foregoing to be at the ex- 
pense of consignee." 


At »he meeting of the Board, Dr. 


Wood presided. Those present were 
Dr. Emerson. George W. Smith, E. C. 
Winston and F. J. Lowrey, members of 
the Board, while W. O. Smith was a 
special enest. 


S.m .t'rancisco Infected. 


Dr. W»od said the Board must con- 


hlder the question of cargoes from San 
Francisco. Under date of May 26, the 
Executive Council had voted that the 
Channel wharf be set aside for unload- 
ing carco«e from Infected ports. 
But 


the wharf was not ready and the Poun- 
cil could not have been aware of the 
condition of the wharf, as there was no 
fumigating plant on it and cargo would 
hare to be lightered. Dr. Wood had 
explained to President Dole. 
On May 


30 he e»t a reply, he having asked Mr. 
Dole also whether San Francisco was 
included in this order. Dr. Wood rep- 
resented to the Cabinet that he knew 
there was plague at 
San Francisco, 


though BO official notice had been given 
Honolulu, and vessels up to May 3u had 
brougkl clean bills of health. The fol- 
lowing- was the reply from the Execu- 
tive:

Island Agriculture. 


Probably the most interesting report 


in the volume to the general reader and 
the so ker after Information about the 
Islands Is that of the Commissioner of 
Agrlcjlture, David Haughs. This re- 
port gires a comprehensive review of 
the agricultural products of the Islands, 
describing the work that is being done 
all over the group 
Of the sugar industry, figures are 


given on the crop of the past four years. 
That of 1897-98 aggregated 229 414 tons 
and tlat of 1898-99 was 282,807 tons, a 
goodly Increase for the year. 
The coffee crop of 1899 is one of the 
largest on record, but many planters 
have been unable to sell at a profit, ow- 
ing to the low prices on coffee, caused 
by over production In Brazil. The same 
trouble Is experienced in other countries 
and miny plantations have been aban- 
doned and sugar and other industries 
started Instead. 


Vegetables Needed. 


On the subject of vegetables the re- 


port has the following to say. 


'Many tourists who arrive here from 
other countries complain of the scarcity 
and poor class of vegetables to be found 
on the market in Honolulu. That good 
vegetables can be grown on these Isl- 
ands there is no doubt, but to raise good 
vegetables they must be grown on the 
high lands. The vegetables to be found 
on the market in Honolulu are mostly 
grown by Chinese on the low, swampy 
Lands a few feet above sea level; and 
the same kind of crops grow on the 
same soil year after year without any 
effort to fertilize or stimulate the soil 
In any way. 
"There is plenty of good land suitable 


for regetaWe growing at an elevation of 
say from 1,500 to 3,000 feet, and with 
reasonable transportation 
there is a 


good opening for a limited number of 
people who may care to follow that vo- 
cation ' 


Of thp newer Industries of the Islands 


mention is made of the growing of pea- 
nuts for thetr oil. the production of tan- 
nin from the black wattle and the grow- 
ing of sisal, the plant from which Ha- 
waiian fibre is manufactured. 


Forest reservation. 


The matter of forest preservation is 
treated at some length, for the question 
has assumed a serious phase of late, 
owing to the alarming frequency of for- 
est, Bres and the great quantity of valu- 
able timber which has been destroyed 
by that agency. As in the States, cat- 
tlemen have been In ihe habit of setting 
flre to the ferns and underbrush for the 
purpose of Improving their 
pasture 
land. Some measures looking toward the 
prohibiting of this practice are abso- 
lutely necessary, as hundreds of acres 
of valuable timber land are annually 
devastated in this manner, and timber 
is scarce in many localities where it 
had hitherto been plentiful. Reforest- 
ing is becoming necessary In many dry 
districts and has been taken up by- 
some ii acters. 


Prof. Koebele's Work. 


Tlw work of Prof. A Koebele, the 


Government entomologist, is especially 
commended, and his good work in the 
other Islands of the l^cl'ic, where he 
spent some time searching for insects 
which would prey upon the various 
pests which afflict the Hawaiian Ifil- 
ands. Is described at some length.

partment lor the two years ending last 
December $3,045,516.12 was appropriated 
by the Legislature, ond of this sum 
$2,212.621.84 was disbursed during that 
period, leaving a balance to the credit 
of the Department of $832,S93.28.

During the two years there were but 


three sales of land effected by the De- 
partment, but during the same period 
here were 273 land grants Issued from 
the Land Office, aggregating 17,792,063 
acres in extent, and the Government 
received in consideration therefor the 
sum of $98.467.96. 
There were issued 


298 land patents during the two years, 
a decrease from the number Issued dur- 
,ng the preceding two years of 34. This 
decrease is doubtless due to the order 
.ssued by President McKinley on Sep- 
tember commanding the suspension of 
all proceedings for the sale or disposi- 
tion of the public lands of the Islands, 
until after the Islands came directly 
under the control of the United States 
Government. 


Corporations and Patents. 


Eighty-nine corporations 
for mer- 


cantile or agricultural purposes, two 
for railroads and six for church and 
benevolent 
purposes 
representing 
a 


capital stock of over $50,000,000 filed ar- 
ticles of association 
during the two 


years, twenty-five corporations amend 
ed their charters and six corporations 
went out of existence. 
In the report of the Patent Office to 


Included a complete list of the patents 
now in existence under the laws of Ha- 
waii. Among these are a number ot 
which Minister Young is the patentee. 
The greater number of patents granted 
were for labor saving or energy con- 
serving devices used in the refining 
of sugar. 


The 
number of applications filed 


would have been larger but for an im- 
pression obtained abroad that upon the 
change of flag, the Patent Laws of the 
United States extended to and protect- 
ed all American Patents in these Isl- 
ands. When this was found not to be 
the case a number of applications were 
filed, but too late to be considered be- 
fore the close of the year. 


Figures of Live Stock. 


There are some interesting figures in 


the report of the live stock landed on 
the Islands during 1S98 and 1899. Swine 
were In the majority in the list of Im- 
portations, for 10,159 porkers arrived o« 
the Islands during the two years. Of

This 
school has Its effect on the sermons, on 
the conduct-ot the church services and 
on the general work of the parishes. 


The first order of business after the 


organization waa the read.ng of the sta- 
tistical reports ot the churches. First 
in order came Haili Church. Hilo: over 
53,000 was reported as raised during 
the year, mostly spent in repairing the 
church building; ten new members 
were reported as added to the church 
roll. 
Reports were read from forty- 


seven churches. 


An invitation was accepted from Mr. 


U. Thompson, principal of Kamehame- 
ha School, inviting the association to 
attend the alumni meeting Wednesday 
evening, and commencement exercises 
Thursday evening. 


Next in order came the reading of the
